A departm ent study in 1964 
showed that the state had made 
only 24 claim s for fish kills in 
the previous 17 years and had 
collected rnly $57,000 from per­ 
sons responsible for the kills. 
More than IO million fish were 
killed each year in that 1947- 
1964 period, the study showed. 
In the six years since 1964, 
63 claims have been paid and 
$150,565 collected. 
“Even 
more 
significant,” 
Morr says, “ the annual fish kill 
was reduced to under I million 
a y ear.” 
Since the stream litter law 
went into effect in June, 1968, 
gam e protectors have arrested 
1,231 violators and have collect­ 
ed $55,660 in fines, Morr said.

Mr. Pay ne made the recordings in his search 
for scientific understanding of sea animals and 
their communication sy stem which sustains their 
life cy cles. 


The scientist has drawn no conclusions at this 
point but he is learning a grea t deal about ocean 
acoustics and how they are used. He is continuing 
his research with the ex pectation that he will be 
able to turn up information a s ex citing to the sci­ 
entific world as the whale songs hav e been to the 
m usic world

tries m et recently in Athens to discuss implemen­ 
tation of a $15 million trade agreement 
The a greem ent had been made in Pa ris last J a n­ 
uary by quasiofficial chambers of com merce of 
the two nations. For officially the two nations still 
a re at war. 
But Albania has been stirring recently and com ­ 


ing slowly out of its self-imposed isolation. Greece, 


at the sa m e time, has been ea ger y seeking better 


com m ercial relations with its Balkan neighbors. 


Albania and Yugoslav ia hav e begun a sort of 
frontier barter trade on a tentativ e basis which 
conceiv a bly 
could 
ex pand 
and 
ultimately 
bring 
back normal trade relations 


But to bring about such a result will take a good 
deal of doing. A great gap still separates these na­ 
tions. 


ONE GREEK BUSINESSMAN, in talking of Al­ 
bania. focused the problem well when he a'ked: 
“ What could we trade with them ? ” 
Answering his own question he added: 


“ We are poor here but they are far. far poorer, 
with nothing to sell us and no money to afford 
what we sell.” 


Any glimmer of hope that points to an end of 
conditions such as this should be welcomed ev ery ­ 
where 


Freed om Cu rb ed In L atin America 


Thomas J efferson, in 17 8 6 . wrote: “ Our 
Iberty 
depends on the freedom of the press and that ca n­ 
not be limited without being lost.” 


The deteriorating press situation in Latin Am­ 
erica is causing som e concern in this nation. 
Cronica .largest daily newspaper in Latin Am­ 
erica , was closed down for four da y s recently by 
Argentine political police. 


PERU OFFICIALS hav e ex propriated two news­ 
papers and sent newsmen to prison. 


The Boliv ian gov ernment restricts the operations 
of Its press. 


Strict guidelines hav e been set up in Brazil and 
Panam a. 


Stringent press control is the rule in Cuba, Haiti 
and Pa ra guay and only gov ernment-approv ed in­ 
formation is published 


Ironically , J une 7 has been set aside a s Freedom 
of the Press Day by the Inter American Press As­ 
sociation (IAPA). 
The turn of ev ents in Latin America caused 
J a m es S. Copley , IAPA president, to declare: “ The 
flag of freedom flies at half m a st” in the Western 
hemisphere. 


No one is suggesting the U.S. gov ernment is about 
to ex propriate the Washington Post or New York 
Tim es or muzzle the American press but there is 
som e worry that the public might underestimate 
the role of the press—ev en with its wea knesses— 
in a dem ocra cy and. thereby , pav e the way for 


subtle encroachment. 
The ca se for freedom of the press has been sta t­ 
ed eloquently by many , including Franklin D Roos­ 
ev elt, ,who said: 


“ Freedom of conscience, of education, of speech, 
of a ssem bly are among the v ery fundamentals of 
dem ocracy and all of them would be nullified should 
freedom of the press ev er be successfully cha l­ 
lenged ” 


THAT IS A PRETTY GOOD summation and we 
pa ss it along a s a reminder. 


As a further reminder to any one who might be 
tempted to take lightly the importance of the press 
to freedom, we suggest a check of the records to 
see how many nations hav e been made better by 
placing newspapers and other news media under 
gov ernment control—the Sov iet Union, Czechoslo­ 
v akia and France for ex ample.

drugs. 
“ I don’t know how those drug 
people can hold their heads up 
when they know it’s the 
kids 
who are getting those barbitu­ 
ra tes,” he said. 


There is considerable differ­ 
ence between the dope addict 
and the alcoholic, he said, and 
the liquor industry desires 
no 
traffic with either. 
“ The person who is going to 
becom e an alcoholic is a lready 


sick,” Thompson said. “ An al­ 
coholic doesn’t necessa rily drink 
liquor, any way . Most 
of 
the 


tim e he ca n’t afford it. 
“ I’v e seen them drink ev ery ­ 
thing from cheap wine to heat, 
which is an automobile radia­ 
tor additiv e.’’ 


Still, there is booze and there 
are the booze hounds and . . . . 
“ Look,” sa y s Thompson, im­ 
patiently , “ y ou’v e nev er seen a 
liquor a dv ertisem ent that asked 
y ou to drink more, hav e y ou? 
No, y ou hav en’t. There’s no law 
that sa y s we ca n’t hav e ads on 
TV.
